The proseriptive rules and vegnlations
of the Know Nothing Chlengo Uity
Board of Clvll Nerviee are almel espue-
clally at the chlldren of old pontneanlizel
cltizens of Chengo,

The statntes of the Unirsd Ntates pro-
vide that the minor ehildeen of an
allen become eltigens of the Unled
states upon the nataraligation of the
futher,

Thousamds of Chiengo volers grown
to manhood tosday ave entitled to theie
cltlgenship by virtne of this Federeal
s,

Thele fathers were nutarallzed o Chil-
congo before the great e,

Yot, necording to the rules and rogn-
lntlonx of the Know Nothing Chlengo
Clivil Berviee Banrd these cltigons, rils-
el In Chiengo, living here sinee In-
faney, cannot even be examined for »
Jobh under the Know Nothing Chleago
Civil Berviee Commissdon, unless they
forward thelr fathers' nnturalization
papers with thole npplieation!

IT the nutarnlization papers of their
futhers were st or desteoyed, or the
records of the courts In which they
were proenred were  desiroyed  then
they are  Inellgible w0 examination,
mueh less to appolntment to offlee,

The rudes amild  regulations of  the
Koow Nothing Chicago Civil SBervies
Boonrd are oven harder upon the chil-
deen of persons pnturnlized In other
Stntes, or whese pavents mny be dead
or reshiling afar off,

By order of the Know Nothing Chl-
cago Clvil Berviee Boawd  they  are
wholly disfranehisel,

Nov Is this all,

The roles and regulutions of  the
Kuow Notwng Clhileago Civil Bervies
Boawd requive that even where the
cltlgen by act of Congress forwarids
hig father's uaturallzatlon papers to
the Know Nothing Clvil Beevice Boawd
